Police drilled a series of one- 
foot holes in the roof of the 
/suit today to keep an eye on 
gunman Jan-Erik Olsson, 
32, 
and possibly pick him off with 
a sharpshooter but Olsson fired 
a burst of submachine gun fire 
through one of the holes and 
wounded a policeman. 
Olle Abrahams son, a 44-year- 
old police technician hit in the 
face and in one hand, was the 
second police officer shot since 
the drama began last Thursday 
with what appeared to be a 
Annual bank robbery. He was 
reported in satisfactory condi­ 
gno. 


ConnersviUe 
Doctor Quits 


CONNERSVILLE, Ind. (UPI) 
— Dr. Chao Z. Huang, whose 
recruitment during a Fayette 
County shortage of physicians 
led to a controversy with a 
group of area doctors in 1972, 
closed his office Monday a n d 
ended his general practice of 
medicine to return to Taiwan. 
“Maybe you will just have to 
say we are homesick,” Huang's 
wife, Jenny, said in speaking of 
their plans. 
Huang had built a sizeable 
private practice and bandied his 
turn in emergency room duties 
at Fayette Memorial Hospital. 
Huang said they decided to 
take their 2-year-old daughter 
Patricia and go back to Formo­ 
sa with Mrs. Huang’s mother, 
who has been visiting them. He 
said the decision was entirely 
for personal reasons and not for 
any difficulties with the Fayette 
County Medical Society. 
The society opposed Huang’s 
practicing at the hospital be­ 
cause of what some doctors con­ 
sidered a questionable reference 
from a previous appointment. 
Huang came here after work­ 
ing In a hospital in Louisville. 
He was recruited by the Com­ 
mittee for More Doctors from 
a list of foreign-trained physi­ 
cians who were licensed to prac­ 
tice in Indiana.

ment building in Orizaba, 120 
miles southeast of Mexico City. 
At least 34' other deaths were 
lepoj-ted and more than 1,000 
jtersons were injured.

waiting to be cut out,” Jose

Mexican Red Cross, told UPI.

size income criteria for use in 
determining 
eligibility:

Seven, $7,600; 
Eight, $8,310; 
Nine, 
$8,960: 
Ten, 
$9,600;

and 
each 
additional 
family member, add $640. 
Children from families whose 
income is at or below those 
shown are eligible 
for free 
meals. In addition, families not 
meeting this criteria but with 
other unusual expenses due to' 
unusually 
high 
medical 
ex­ 
penses, shelter costs in excess 
of 30 per cent of income, special 
education expenses due to the 
mental or physical condition of 
a child, and disaster or casualty 
losses are' urged to apply. 
Those desiring may do this 
by filling in the application 
forms sent home in a letter to 
parents. Additional copies are 
available 
at 
the 
principal’s 
office in each school. The in­ 


formation 
provided 
on 
the 
application will be confidential 
and will be used only for the 
p u r p o s e 
of 
determining 
eligibilty. Applications may lie 
submitted any time during the 
school year.

children are also eligible for 
these benefits. If a family has 
such children living with them 
and wishes to apply for such 
meals for them, they should 
contact the school.

be discriminated against because

Under the provision of the 
policy the principal 
of each 
school will review applications 
and determine eligibility.

The commission also, he said, 
should eliminate the “quota” 
system on coaches and com­ 
pel it iors, study the U.S. Olym­ 
pic Committee and recommend 
Improvements, and complete a 
“bill of rights” for athletes. 
The omnibus bill, he said, 
“definitely tries to take control 
of the sports we have as well as 
those we don’t have. It would 
be a multi-headed monster.” 
Koenig pointed out the bill 
did not provide for government 
financing of any sports and 
added that NCAA colleges 
showed a loss of $23.3 million 
on sports last year with deficits 
of $8 7 in track, $3.1 In 
wrest ling,, and $8.1 in basket­ 
ball. 
“Only 95 of our 690 NCAA 
schools made money on basket­ 
ball last year ” he said.

Some 
felt the president was very sincere, others 
hoped that he would be more informa» 
tive. One good Republican thought that 
Watergate and the many ramifications 
of the investigations would not affect the 
election next year. 
“Nixon disassociated himself from the 
Republican party in the last election. In­ 
stead of having his campaign organized 
through regular Republican channels, he 
had his own staff and his own fund rais­ 
ing and earmarked money for one pur­ 
pose only, re-electing a president. (This 
independent organization became short­ 
ened to CREEP.) This Republican is a 
conservative Republican, and probably 
questioned the choice of John Connallv 
from Texas as one of Nixon’s chief ad­ 
visors, although Mr. Connally did convert 
to the Republican party later. 
Watergate by itself is only one of the 
many sides to this whole investigation. 
Mr. Nixon is our President, so it is up to 
us to back him and help him pass laws 
that will prevent any future take-over by 
unethical men. No reflection on the at­ 
torneys, but isn’t it interesting that al­ 
most all of the men who have been ques­ 
tioned are graduates from a recognized 
law school? Maybe it is old-fashioned, but 
the attorneys in Indiana that I know be­ 
lieve in upholding the law rather than 
finding ways to disregard it. 


One of the big hang-ups on waste dis­ 
posal has been plastics. Most of the tons 
of plastic discarded each year end up in 
a land-fill creating mountains of non- 
rotting, 
non-rusting 
forever-with-us 
trash. 
For several years, engineers have been 
attempting to come up with a formula 
that will self-destruct. One team of Ca­ 
nadian scientists came up with a plastic 
that would decompose in direct sunlight. 
One in Delaware offered a kind that 
would dissolve in water, but both were ex­ 
pensive to make. 
A British Chemist has found that plas­ 
tics will decompose in a dump if a certain 
simple additive is added to the prepara­ 
tion of the plastic. He claims that when 
his secret ingredient is added in the man­ 
ufacturing process, the plastic will be 
broken down by enzymes normally found 
in top-soil. This London firm is now get­ 
ting a licensing agreements in the U.S., 
and it is hoped that his discovery lives 
up to the promises now made for it.

The secret of victorious Christian liv­ 
ing is not a long list of rules to govern 
our conduct and regulate our day; it is 
to specialize in one thing: following 
closely to Christ.

Too many are in­ 
volved in dozens of worthwhile projects 
which consume their time, drain their 
energy and distract them from more im­ 
portant things. 
Some good projects are destroying 
some beautiful relationships. Some good 
causes are preventing inward peace. This 
is true only because some Christians have 
shifted their priorities, so that Christ is 
no longer first in their lives. 
If you are one of those Christians 
spread too thin, I promise you that if you 
will narrow down your interests, God will 
enlarge your heart, enrich your life, and 
increase your usefulness. 
This is not to suggest that in order to 
be a victorious Christian one must go in­ 
to isolation and spend half of his time on 
his knees. But it is possible for us to get 
hooked on a multitude of good things un­ 
til we lose sight of our Savior. 
I suggest that we find a quiet time 
when we sit down and prayerfully locate 
ourselves. Defeat doesn’t come overnight, 
and we need to view its development in a 
proper perspective. Then we can rechart 
an upward course to consistent victory.

Year-round schools appear to 
offer efficiency and economy as 
t a x p a y e r s 
demand 
ac­ 
countability in education. 
In Indiana, school costs ex­ 
ceeded $1 billion in 1971, and 
are headed up. Meanwhile, new 
;chool 
financing 
has 
hit 
a 
roadblock, 
as 
voters 
turned 
down the vast majority of bond 
proposals for construction in the 
nation this year. One method 
to meet the crisis which has 
been proposed is better, fuller 
use of existing 
facilities 
and 
teachers. 
Year-round 
schools 
-appear to solve many of the 
problems. 
Only a fraction of the nation’s 
45 
million 
elementary 
and 
secondary school students are 
presently 
involved 
in 
such 
experiments, extimatod to in­ 
clude some 300,000 in 31 states. 
Indiana, a former leader in 
education with the first public 
junior high school system, has 
tried year round schools. The 
first four quarter plan was put 
into operation in 1:904 at Bluff- 
ton, and later abandoned. 
The concept permits full use 
of facilities on a twelve month 
basis. 
It 
has 
hidden 
assets. 
Educators have found learning 
is 
a 
continuing 
process, 
and 
tlere is a vacation slump when 
students spend the summer not 
subject to learning process. More 
families plan winter vacations 
than in the past, so shorter, 
more frequent school vacations 
fit into the family pattern of 
living. It also spreads vacation 
job opportunities among many 
students. 
Year-round schooling is more 
than 
an 
expanded 
summer 
school program. Surveys have 
shown support by both parents 
and students ranging from, 75 
to 90 per cent, when they are 
familiar with the proposals.
